ALUMINUM FOIL STRIPS IN 
PASTURES—Farmers and ranch­ 
ers in Comanche County have 
been finding small strips of what 
appear to be aluminum foil scat­ 
tered over their pastures. Livestock 
producers have asked about pos­ 
sible harmful effects on livestock 
M. Autry from te Hazeldell area 
recently wrote the Extension Vet­ 
erinarian 
concering 
the strips. 
Quoted below is a part of Dr. P at­ 
terson’s answer. "In te past several 
years we have had numerous re­ 
ports of thhis nature. In the in­ 
stances where specimens have been 
submitted we have found them to 
be relatively pure aluminum. 
This metal is non-toxic even in 
large amounts, being used exten­ 
sively in the form of aluminum 
hydroide gel as a carrier for vac­ 
cines. It is my opinion th at you 
have no reason to fear unfavor­ 
able effects on your livestock, even 
though they may consume the 
strip«."
